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INTRODUCTION 


The  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Market  Administrator 
for  the  Washington  Milk  Marketing  Area  describes  the 
changing  conditions  in  the  market  which  have  arisen  as  a 
result  of  a tremendous  growth  in  the  population  of  the 
area,  coupled  with  the  restrictions  of  increasing  govern- 
mental control  of  milk  distribution  and  the  pressure  of 
the  wartime  economy. 

. Special  emphasis  has  been  given  to  the  report  on 
other  uses  of  milk  drawn  from  the  milk  shed  area,  and  to 
the  description  of  market  milk  plant  facilities. 

The  receipts  and  sales  of  milk  as  audited  by  the 
Market  Administrator  are  shown  in  this  report  for  each 
handler  in  the  area.

HISTORY 


A brief  summery  of  the  history  of  the  Maryland  and  Virginia 
lilk  Producers’  Association  was  included  in  the  First  Annual  Report 
of  the  ashing  tor.

The  subject  which  has  been  assigned  me  is,  ,fWhat  the  Maryland 
and  Virginia  Producers'  Association  Has  Meant  to  the  Producers 
of  this  Territory."  It  appears  to  me  this  can.be  answered 
completely  with  the  one  word  - everything*  Also,  I do  not 
propose  to  go  into  any  detailed  history  of  the  cooperative, 
either  by  way  of  introduction,  or  by  way  of  proof  of  my 
original  statement.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  general  history 
is  very  similar  to  that  of  most  ether  cooperatives  of  milk 
producers  of  which  I know. 


The  Maryland,  and  Virginia  Milk  Producers’  Association 
was  not  the  first  organization  of  its  sort  in  the  Washington 
territory  for,  in  this  region,  there  was  formed  in  1904 
an  organization  known  as  the  "Milk  Producers’  Association  of 
Maryland,  Virginia  and  the  District  of  Columbia."  Also, 
following  the  general  history  of  cooperative  development, 
this  early  organization  learned  some  of  the  impossibilities 
of  milk  marketing.  In  its  case,  apparently,  the  principal 
of  these  was  no  cooperative  can  operate  without  adequate 
income  or  responsibility  to  its  members  ana,  as  s result, 
in  1920,  there  was  formed  the  present  Maryland  ana  Virginia 
k Producers’  Association*  first  as  a non-profit  corporation 
and  then,  in  1923,  as  a cooperative  association  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Maryland.  This  organization*  too*  apparently 
started  to  learn  the  hard  wav  because  one  of  the  -first,  things

it  set  out  to  do*  as  has  too  frequently  happened  across  the 
country*  was  to  solve  its  problems  through  the  establishment 
of  surplus  plants  in  the  belief  that,  once  a cocpera+ive 
possesses  physical  facilities  for  handling  surplus  milk, 
the  marketing  problem  is  settled.  Here,  too,  as  not  infre- 
quently  happens  with  cooperatives*  it  developed  that  a surplus 
plant  invited  surplus,  rather  than  eliminated  it*  and  the  new 
organization  met  with  the  misfortune  of  being  unable  to 
handle  the  surplus  turned  over  to  it.

showed,  courage  of  an  unusual  degree*  for  they  raised,  their 
brokerage  to  4 cents  a gallon  in  July,  1924.  This  was 
reduced  in  October  of  the  same  year  to  3 cents  a gallon  and 
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in  October,  1925,  again  reduced  to  2 cents,  where  it  remained 
until  October,  1926,  when  it  finally  was  cut  down  to  1 cent 
per  gallon,  or  11-;;  cents  per  hundredweight . This  brokerage 
rate  still  continues  on  direct  shipped  milk* 

The  experience  of  the  cooperative  with  its  handlers 
likewise  was  the  usual  one  during  this  period  and  I recall 
quite  well  that,  at  the  time  I was  shipping  milk  to 
Washington  for  my  father,  certain  dealers  refused  to  purchase 
milk  from  producers  who  were  members  of  the  Association. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  balance  of  the  actual  history 
of  the  Association  can  be  wound,  up  in  a couple  of  sentences. 
Last  year  the  Association  took  in  over  §500,000  in  brokers 
fees.  Of  this  sum  it  used  approximately  .120,000  for  operation 
it  refunded  nearly  ,’’90,000  to  producers  under  its  revolving 
fund  plan  and.  it  salted,  down  approximately  §95,000  for  a 
rainy  day.  On  top  of  that,  its  1,348  members  had  a total 
reserve  accumulation  of  over  §770,000,  which  amounts  to 
§573.34  for  each  of  them.  Most  of  all  the  Association 
certainly  has  one  of  the  highest  percentages  of  membership, 
one  of  the  highest  average  net  returns  per  hundredweight  of 
milk  and  one  of  the  largest  increases  in  annual  business 
of  any  group  of  milk  producers  in  the  United  States. 

That  sums  up,  briefly,  and  in  cold  facts,  the  history  of 
the  Maryland  and  Virginia  Milk  Producers’  Association  and  its 
present  happy  position.  It  does  not,  however,  answer  the 
question  of  what  the  Association  has  meant  to  its  members. 

To  answer  this,  it  seems  to  me  that  one  first  must  get 
into  and  examine  those  intangibles  upon  which  neither  an 
historian  nor  an  accountant  can  put  his  factual  fingers, 
but  which  to  my  mind,  are  of  infinitely  more  importance  than 
the  tangibles  I have  mentioned  and  which,  I believe,  are 
really  responsible  for  the  physical  values  and  assets  which 
the  organization  possesses. 

First  of  all  the  producers  in  this  territory  have  been 
blessed,  with  a market  whose  population  has  grown  with  unusual 
rapidity.  In  1916  Washington  had  a population  of  less  than 
one-half  million.  Already  it  is  past  the  million  mark  and, 
all  exportation  of  government  agencies  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  its  population  doubtless  will  continue  to 
grow.  This  unusual  increase  in  population  naturally  has  made 
for  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  milk . Also,  the  character 
of  the  Washington  population  is  such  that  its  consumer 
purchasing  power  is  generally  better  than  that  of  the  average 
city.  However,  the  Association  has  managed  to  see  to  it  that 
its  membership  has  not  allowed  this  grow/th  to  make  fools 
of  them  and  these  members  have  seen  fit,  in  the  face  of  this 
unusual  consumer,  demand,  to  improve  the  quality  of  their 
product  at  considerable  expense  to  themselves,  rather  than 
to  permit  the  bullish  demands  of  the  market  to  entice  them 
into  the  production  of  milk  of  lower  quality. 

As  a result  even,  though  the  present  initial  expense 
of  equipping  one’ s production  plant  to  meet  the  stringent 
requirements  of  the  Washington  Health  Department  amounts 
to  considerabley  more  than  ,250.00  per  cowr,  and  the  maintenance 
cost  of  such  a plant  naturally  runs  higher  than  ordinary,  the 
producers  in  this  market  have  reduced  the  bacterial  count  of 
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their  milk  down  to  a point  where,  in  1958,  65  per  cent  of  it 
was  running  less  than  1 0,000  and  less  than  2 per  cent  of'  it 
was  over  100,000.  So  the  first  intangible  which  the  Associa- 
tion has  established  for  its  members  is  the  principal  of  not 
only  maintaining,  but  improving  the  quality  of  its  product 
in  the  face  of  a constantly  increasing  demand. 

Here  I want  to  observe,  parenthetically,  that  this  is 
not  an  easy  thing  to  do.  Producers  generally  feel  plagued 
and  put-upon  by  the  health  department  regulations.  Too  often, 
particularly  when  the  inspection  is  done  by  men  in  the  employ 
of  dealers,  they  have  grounds  for  this  complaint,  and  in 
any  market  it  is  a great  temptation  to  management  to  play 
upon  this  feeling,  for  it  is  an  age-old  trick  to  sympathize 
with  a man  in  order  to  get  his  support.  I feel  sure  that 
there  have  been  times  when  the  management  of  this  Association 
has  been  faced  with  just  such  a temptation,  even  though  this 
market  does  have  an  excellent  system  for  encouraging  the 
production  of  quality  milk  through  the  bonuses  paio  on 
bam  and  herd  scores.  On  the  contrary,  this  Association 
has  always  taken  the  other  view  and  with  such  good  success 
that  I know,  from  having  lived  in  Harford  County,  Maryland, 
that  the  average  producer  shipping  into  the  Washington 
market  at  the  present  time  takes  a pride  in  the  quality  of 
his  production  and  is  for  strict  sanitary  regulations 
rather  than  opposed  to  them. 

The  next  of  the  intangibles  which  this  Association  has 
fostered  among  its  membership  is  the  principle  of  supplying 
the  market  in  accordance  with  the  market's  demand.  The 
"Washington  milk  shed,  while  reasonably  compact,  is  the  most 
southerly  of  those  sheds  within  the  scope  of  the  Northeastern 
Dairy  Conference.  It  is  a territory  of  relatively  mild 
winters , early  spring  grass  and  lush  summer  pastures.  Under 
normal  circumstances  one  would  expect  to  find  a greatly 
accelerated  spring  and  summer  production  in  such  a location. 
However,  as  a result  of  the  long  established  base-surplus 
system  in  effect  in  the  Washington  market,  this  tendency  has 
been  eliminated  to  a point  where  the  milk  production  corresponds 
to  its  fluid  demands  to  a much  greater  extent  than  is  true 
in  most  of  the  other  similarly  situated  sheds  in  the  country. 
However,  this  has  not  been  accomplished  through  any  "frozen" 
base  system  but  rather  through  the  application  of  a flexible 
plan  which  has  worked  on  the  general  principle  of  payment 
for  the  Class  I sales  in  the  market  in  proportion  to  the 
regularly  re-calculated  individual  production  of  the  area. 

I know  of  no  more  ticklish  problem  with  which  a cooperative 
has  to  deal  than  the  base-surplus  question.  You' he  damned  if 
you  do  and  you're  dammed  if  you  don't.  Keep  the  base  frozen 
ana  you  satisfy  those  producers  who  have  reached  their  capacity. 
Put  them  on  a flexible  base  and  these  boys  get  their  backs  up 
for,  as  they  not  too  unsoundly  reason,  they  are  the  men  who 
have  kept  their  production  uniform  and  to  alter  bases  according 
to  production  injures  them.  On  the  other  hand,  if  bases  are 
kept  frozen,  the  newcomers  in  the  market,  ano  those  who  are 
in  a position  to  expand,  swear  by  all  that's  holy  that  the 
Association  is  run  for  the  interest  of  the  old  guara,  and 
the  first  thing  you  know  they  are  on  the  outside  starting 
another  cooperative.  It  is  true  that  the  steady  expansion 
of  the  Washington  market  has  offered  more  than  usual 
opportunity  for  meeting  the  normal  expansion  among  producers, 
but  even  at  that  the  Association  has  done  an  excellent  job 
of  selling  the  idea  of  gearing  production  to  demand,  and 
incidentally,  appears  to  have  pretty  well  met  this  increased 
demand  without  bringing  in  large  numbers  of  "fly-by-neighbors " 
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or  "fair-wee tier"  dairymen , usually  attracted  into  a market 
in  periods  of  expansion. 

Earlier  in  this  paper  I mentioned  the  size  of  the 
Association’s  reserve.  -.11  too  frequently  the  milk  business 
is  run  on  a more  or  less  come-easy,  go-easy  basis  and  certainly 
with  a market  like  Washington , where  every  outlook  is  a 
favorable  one,  the  temptation  would  be  to  redistribute  rather 
than  to  increase  this  reserve.  I have  heard  more  than  one 
half-baked  theorist-in-milk  maintain  that  reserves  of  the  sort 
the  Maryland  and  Virginia  Milk  Producers’  Association  has 
accumulated  should  be  distributed  back  to  the  producers 
forthwith,  in  order  that  a lower  costing  milk  might  be  produced, 
the  theory  being  that  the  average  fanner  could  produce  milk 
by  exactly  as  much  less  as  it  costs  him  to  put  his  money 
away  into  this  reserve  account. 


To  my  mind  no  theory  is  more  unsound.  On  the  contrary7-, 
nothing  is  more  conducive  to  the  extablishment  and  maintenance 
of  an  efficient  hero  than  the  insurance  of  a regular  market, 
and  I have  yet  to  hear  how  producers  can  insure  themselves 
a regular  market  without  a strong  reserve  fund.  Besides, 
these  brokerage  deductions  do  not  constitute  a liability  upon 
producers,  but  rather  are  a very  definite  asset,  as  was  shown 
by  the  distribution  of  the  income  last  year  which  I have  already 
mentioned.  And  so,  the  next  intangibles  of  this  Association 
are  the  principles  of  thrift,  self-protection  and  insurance 
which  it  has  inculcated  in  its  membership. 

There  is  another  intangible  which  the  Association  has 
created  for  itself  and,  to  my  mind,  this  is  probably  the 
most  valuable  one  in  the  whole  business.  The  Association 
has  a good  name,  and  by  good  name  I am  not  referring  to  the 
organization’s  credit  rating.  What  I am  talking  about  is 
something  far  deeper  than  any  financial  rating  for,  to  my 
mind,  the  expression  "good  name"  means  that  the  Association 
has  the  respect  of  producers,  dealers  and  other  cooperatives. 

I have  had  an  opportunity  to  watch  this  organization  operate 
over  a period  of  a good  many  years  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
it  constantly  has  improved  in  the  matter  of  facing  producer 
problems  in  a realistic,  sensible  fashion.  It  has  never  kidded 
the  producers,  played  with  factions,  used  revival  methods  nor 
played  up  class-consciousness . 

If  this  war  does  nothing  else  for  us  I hope  that,  together 
with  a few  million  Nazis  and  Japanese,  we  kill  off  that  foster- 
ing of  class-consciousness  which  is  going  on  so  actively  in 
the  land.  It  is  one  thing  to  help  and  assist  a group  to  a 
place  of  equality,  ana  any  decent  man  is  all  for  that.  However, 

I know  of  nothing  which  is  more  degrading  to  the  individual  nor 
more  harmful  to  the  body  politic  then  the  practice  of  encourag- 
ing groups  to  become  morbidly  conscious  of  themselves  as 
classes.  Also,  to  my  mind  it  is  of  small  moment  whether  the 
class  be  a superior  or  an  inferior  one.  It  is  the  encourage- 
ment of  class-conscousness  that  is  bad. 

In  America's  earlier  days  men  argued  and  fought  with  one 
another  on  quite  as  many  issues  as  we  have  now.  The  fights, 
however,  were  ones  in  which  every  citizen  could  join  up,  and 
rich  or  poor  alike  fought  together  on  the  questions  of  slavery, 
predestination,  baptism  by  immersion,  free  silver,  the  tariff 
and  birth  control.  Recently,  though,  we  have  become  all  lined 
up  against  one  another  as  workers , farmers,  industrialists  and 
what  not.  Even  the  negro,  who  for  years  has  been  doing  about 
the  best  of  any  of  us  in  quietly  improving  his  position  in 
life  at  the  same  time  that  he  kept  his  sanity  and  sense  of 
humor,  has  been  encouraged  to  become  introspective  and  class- 
conscious. This  is  no  way  to  build  a nation  and  it  is  no  way 
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to  build  an  association. 

The  Association  has  not  had  a frozen  directorate  and  I 
have  heard  I.  W.  Heaps  say  there  were  times  when  he  thought 
the  directors  were  going  to  tear  up  the  board  room.  Out  of 
that  has  come,  however , an  excellent  understanding  and  today, 
from  what  T hear,  the  directors,  as  a result  of  their  debates 
and  discussions,  have  learned  more  and  more  of  the  Association 
and  are  working  in  harmony.  Incidentally,  this  ability  to 
differ  within  the  cooperative  with  understanding,  rather  than 
with  suspicion,  is  a sure  sign  of  the  growth  of  cooperative  spirit 
and  of  itself  constitutes  a great  intangible. 

The  Association  has  a good  name  with  its  buyers.  It 
would  have  to  have  or  it  would  not  be  selling  practically 
all  the  milk  in  this  territory  on  a full-supply  basis.  Don’t 
misunderstand  me,  a full-supply  contract  in  itself  is  no 
indication  of  the  good  name  of  an  association.  There  is  always 
a temptation  before  the  management  of  an  organization  to  "trade" 
with  buyers  in  order  to  get  these  full-supply  contracts.  One  can 
get  full-supply  contracts  on  this  basis,  but  one  cannot  keep 
many  of  them  on  this  basis . To  keep  full-supply  contracts  calls 
first,  for  insisting  absolutely  on  producers'  rights  to  the  full 
otherwise  one  doesn't  long  have  the  milk  to *11.  It  likewise 
calls  for  recognizing  the  dealers'  rights  to  the  full,  but  most 
of  all  it  calls  for  recognizing  both  of  these  rights  equally. 

Few  men  have  that  rare  combination  of  business  ability,  integrity 
and  foresight  which  it  takes  to  operate  on  this  basis,  and  I 
want  at  this  point  to  make  one  comment,  and  a very  sincere  one, 
with  respect  to  Bruce  Derrick,  the  manager  of  the  Washington 
Association.  Derrick  is  certainly  no  bootlicker.  On  the  other 
hand  I have  never  heard  a man  question  his  integrity,  judgment, 
forcefulness,  nor  his  foresight.  I don't  mind  saying  I would 
not  pick  him  to  head  a Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  to  captain  a 
Peace  Ship,  but  on  the  other  hand,  I never  knew  him  to  pick 
a fight,  although  he  will  fight  so  quickly  for  what  he  thinks 
is  right  that  it  is  not  funny.  I remember  quite  well  the 
occasion  when  this  Association  got  into  the  cream  bootlegging 
scrap  several  years  ago.  Before  they  got  through,  if  you  all 
recall,  they  had  to  take  on  some  men  pretty  high  up  in 
Washington,  It  was  commonly  predicted  that  while  the  scrap 
was  a righteous  one,  their  valor  was  going  to  cost  them 
more  than  they  ever  would  get  out  of  it.  This  was  one  of 
the  times  when  it  appeared  to  me  an  organization  made  up  its 
mind  what  was  right  and  then  went  ahead,  regardless  of  what 
might  be  the  consequences . That  sort  of  battle  takes  courage 
of  a high  degree  to  go  into  and  sense  of  a high  degree  to  come 
out  of.  If  producers have  sense  enough  to  lay  down  their  arms 
when  the  war  is  over,  make  an  honorable  peace  and  let  bygones 
be  bygones;  or,  if  they  are  licked  in  an  honorable  fight,  are 
men  enough  to  take  it  on  the  chin  and  keep  on  going,  they  will 
in  the  long  run,  survive.  And  this  Association  not  only 
survived  the  ordeal  - but  throve  thereafter. 

Finally,  the  Association  has  a good  name  amoung  its 
cooperative  neighbors.  In  other  words,  you.  can  lay  your 
pocketbook  down  and  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  Milk  Producers' 
Association  will  not  swipe  it.  I believe  that  the  Baltimore 
Association  and  Richmond  Association  will  agree  with  me  100 
per  cent  that  the  association  here  plays  ball  with  other  farm 
organizations  in  a fashion  which  breeds  respect  for  cooperatives 
rather  than  disgust  for  them.  I know  that  in  their  relationship 
with  the  organization  for  which  I work,  we  have  found  them  to 
be  extremely  decent  with  us.

^.ergency  Milk 

During  the  year  194?  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  Milk 
Producers’  Cooperative  took  two  important  steps  toward  meeting 
the  emergency  milk  shortage  in  the  metropolitan  area.  During  the 
fall  of  194?  consumption  of  milk  in  this  area  had.  so  far  outrun 
production  that  ?0  percent  of  the  supply  for  the  market  had  to  be 
brought  in  from  other  supply  areas. 

The  Association  began  buying  milk  in  July  to  fulfill 
their  obligation  to  supply  the  market.  The  burden  of  buying 
emergency  milk  for  more  than  it  could  be  sold  for  in  this  market 
had  eaten  into  Association  reserves  to  the  amount  of  about 
.2,000  per  month  when  the  Association  called  together  the  distri- 
butors whom  they  supplied  and  pointed  out  to  them  that  they  could 
no  longer  stand  this  loss . It  was  arranged,  that  the  Association 
and  distributors  should  share  equally  in  the  extra  cost  of  this 
"emergency  milk " . This  agreement  remained  in  effect  until  April 
1945  when  the  Amended  Order  No.  45  provided  for  the  purchase  of 
emergency  milk  under  a handler  pool. 

The  Flat  Price 


An  important  move  on  the  part  of  the  cooperative  was 
the  adoption  October  1,  of  the  flat  price  method  of  payment.  The 
Base-Surplus  plan  of  settlement  was  temporarily  suspended  and  a 
new  plan  known  as  the  average  price  plan  was  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  on  September  25. 

The  Boards’  resolution  stated: 

"Effective  with  milk  shipped  beginning  October  1,  1942, 
settlement  shall  be  made  on  one  weighted  average  price  for  all 
classes  of  milk  marketed,  by  the  Association,  subject  to  butterfat 
differentials,  premiums  for  farm  and  cattle  scores,  and  market 
area  differentials . " 

"Pending  a change  from  this  plan  of  settlement,  basic 
amount  records  and  regulations  of  the  members  shall  be  maintained 
as  before,  and  adjustments  in  basic  amounts  shall  be  made  whenever 
market  conditions  are  found  to  justify  such  adjustments,  and 
members  shall  be  notified  of  their  basic  amount  as  adjustments  are 
made  from  time  to  time." 

In  announcing  the  new  form  of  settlement  the  Board 
of  Directors  emphasized  the  fact  that  this  plan  was  only  to  meet 
the  emergency  and  that  the  board  had  by  no  means  permanently 
dropped  the  base  surplus  plan. 

Active  membership  contracts  with  the  Association  numbered 
1350  in  January  1942,  and  1576  in  December  1942.  Of  these  members 
1254  were  supplying  the  Washington  Market  regularly  in  January  and 
1289  were  shipping  regularly  to  the  "Vashingten  market  in  December. 

At  the  Annual  meeting  the  Association  held  on  February 
1943,  the  membership  passed  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  which  was 
designed  to  save  the  Association  certain  taxes  levied  against  it 
because  a technicality  in  the  by-laws,  appeared  to  remove  ownership 
from  members. 
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The  significance  of  the  amendment  is  to  make  the 
Association  an  agent  of  the  members  and  to  remove  all  legal  doubt 
about  the  ownership  of  the  milk.

BY-LAWS  AND  PRICE  PLAN 

No  changes  we re  made  in  the  by-laws  of  the  Capitol 
Milk  Producers’  Association  during  the  year  1942. 

The  price  plan  of  the  Association  was  revised  April  1, 
1943  to  conform  with  changes  in  the  marketing  order. 

The  plan  now  in  use  as  described  by  Paul  Johnson,  Manager 
of  the  Association  is  as  follows: 

For  the  period  of  time  that  the  amended  Federal  Marketing 
Order  No.  45,  as  amended,  shall  continue  in  effect  the  "ollowing 
price  schedule  shall  be  used.  For  bam  scores  between  95.0  and  97.9 
the  price  for  basic  milk  testing  4 percent  by  weight  will  be  $4.28 
per  100  pounds.  For  bam  scores  98.0  or  above,  $.12  per  100  pounds 
will  be  added  to  this  price  and.  for  bam  scores  below  95.0,  $.12 
per  100  pounds  shall  be  deducted  from  this  price. 

The  percentage  of  basic  milk  that  shall  be  paid  for  at 
this  price  will  be  determined  by  the  Class  IA  and  Class  IB  combined 
sales  this  Association  makes  to  any  dairy  or  dairies  to  which  it  is 
selling  milk  of  its  members  for  each  calendar  month,  and  will  be 
adjusted  each  month  in  accordance  with  above  sales. 

For  each  0.1  of  one  percent  in  butterfat  above  or  below 
4 percent  the  butterfat  differential  shall  be  the  nearest  even  cents 
of  the  butterfat  differential  reported  by  the  Market  Administrator.

The  total  volume  of  milk  delivered  from  all  producers 
in  the  milk  shed  declined  from  30.5  million  pounds  in  June  to  26.7 
million  pounds  in  December  1942.  The  decline  in  production  from 
the  June  peak  to  December  was  general  throughout  the  counties  of 
the  milk  shed.  There  appeared,  to  be  a slightly  greater  decline 
in  receipts  from  Virginia  counties  than  from  receipts  from 
Maryland.

SECTION  II 
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SECTION  III  - TRANSPORTATION 


The  transportation  of  local  producers'  milk  was  effected  in  1942 
in  the  same  manner  as  described  in  previous  reports. 

During  the  year  milk  was  received  from  emergency  sources  both  by 
rail  and  by  truck  at  the  country  plant  and  at  city  plants. 

The  average  hauling  rate  per  hundred  pounds  of  milk  delivered  to 
city  plants  was  23  cents.  The  rate  to  the  country  plant  was  approximately 
11  cents  less. 

In  no  instances  were  the  amounts  deducted  for  hauling  charges  greater 
than  the  amount  paid  haulers.  One  handlers  in  this  area  paid  part  of  the 
hauling  cost  in  order  to  induce  shippers  to  deliver  their  milk  to  this 
area. 

An  effort  to  reduce  transportation  mileage  in  hauling  from  farm 
to  milk  plant  was  put  forth  by  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  Milk  Producers' 
Association  during  May,  1942  with  the  result  that  mileage  reductions  of 
210,000  miles  per  year  have  resulted.  This  saving  was  accomplished  by 
shifting  the  milk  of  more  than  one-third  of  the  Association  members  from 
one  plant  to  another,  so  that  most  of  the  milk  trucks  now  deliver  their 
entire  load  to  one  plant.  Previously,  the  122  trucks  hauling  milk  into 
the  Washington  Metropolitan  Area  had  made  212  stops.  After  the  re-rcut- 
ing  and  shifting  of  producers'  deliveries,  these  same  trucks  made  only 
155  stops.  Further  reductions  in  the  number  of  stops  will  be  difficult 
to  arrange  since,  to  obtain  full  fluid  utilization  of  all  milk,  some  of 
the  daily  deliveries  must  be  shifted  from  one  plant  to  another.  Also, 
some  trucks  carry  milk  approved  under  separate  health  inspections,  and 
this  milk  must  of  course  be  put  off  at  different  stops. 

Handlers  distributing  milk  in  the  Washington  area  have  adopted 
va.rious  methods  of  saving  mileage  in  delivering  milk  from  the  plants  to 
consuming  channels.  All  of  them  have  adopted  every-other-day  delivery 
ftfr  retail  sales,  the  elimination  of  special  deliveries,  making  all 
deliveries  by  daylight,  and  a determined  effort  to  combine  routes.  No 
return  calls  are  made  for  collections. 

Five  handlers,  who  distribute  f8  percent  of  the  volume  of  fluid 
milk  and  cream  sold  in  the  Washington  Marketing  Area,  reduced  the  weekly 
mileage  traveled  by  their  trucks  from  92,321  to  63,295  miles  during 
the  special  effort  to  conserve  tire  miles  innaugurated  during  the 
period  March  through  June,  1942. 

If  savings  of  similar  proportions  were  accomplished  by  other 
handlers  not  reporting  such  information,  it  is  estimated  that  savings 
per  week  in  the  Washington  market  totaled  37*213  miles  per  week. 

Total  savings  in  delivery-man-hours  were  not  reported,  but  the 
five  handlers  did  report  a reduction  from  6S9  to  619  in  the  number  of 
deliverymen  employed. 

Four  handlers,  representing  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  volume 
of  sales  in  the  area,  reported  detailed  information  concerning  savings 
on  wholesale,  retail  and  mixed  wholesale  and  retail  delivery  routes. 

Wholesale  milk  sales  of  these  four  handlers  represented  5^  per- 
cent of  their  total  volume  in  January,  1942  and  66  percent  of  their  total 
in  July. 

Wholesale  sales  of  milk  in  the  entire  Washington  Marketing  Area 
amounted  to  65  percent  of  the  total  in  January,  1942  and  ]2.  percent  in 
July. 

The  shift  from  deliveries  on  strict  retail  routes  to  mixed  whole- 
sale and  retail  routes  and  to  regular  wholesale  routes  has  been  an 
important  factor  in  reducing  mileage.  Reportaing  handlers  estimated  that 
19  percent  of  their  sales  had  been  transferred  from  retail  to  wholesale. 
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SECTION  III  - TRANSPORTATION  (Continued) 


The  adoption  of  daylight  delivery  and  the  elimination  of  special  deliveries 
has  induced  many  retail  customers  to  purchase  their  milk  through  stores. 

Since  the  trend  in  sales  in  the  Washington  market  has  been  upward 
for  some  time,  the  exact  effect  of  these  changes  on  total  sales  in  the 
area  is  difficult  to  estimate.  It  is  likely  that  any  decrease  is  lost  in 
the  upward  trend.

Washington  Coimtry  Station  - The  Chestnut  Farms  - Chevy  Chase  plant 
at  Frederick,  Maryland  is  the  only  country  plant  which  regularly  supplies  the 
Washington  market.  Milk  was  received  from  producers  and  from  plants  out- 
side this  area  during  the  year  1948.  The  plant  operated  as  a collection 
point  for  outside  milk  which  was  distributed  in  the  area.  Producers*  milk 
is  shipped  from  this  plant  to  Washington  as  milk  when  needed  or  it  is 
separated  and  the  cream  is  shipped  to  the  area.  All  cottage  cheese  manu- 
factured by  this  handler  is  made  in  the  Frederick  plant.  Condensed  and 
powdered  skim  milk  are  manufactured  from  surplus  skim  resulting  from  this 
handler's  fluid  sales  and  skim  was  also  purchased  from  other  handlers  in 
the  area  to  use  in  manufactured  products.

SECTION  V - HEALTH  PECULATIONS 


No  changes  in  health  regulations  were  made  during  1942  out  during  the 
last  half  of  the  year  the  District  of  Columbia  Health  Department  relaxed  its 
enforcement  of  the  rules  in  order  to  permit  milk  to  he  shipped  into  the  ares, 
before  complete  inspection  of  the  shipping  farms  had  been  made.  This  relax- 
ation is  recognized  as  a temporary  emergency  measure. 

Inspections  of  producers  are  made  about  4 times  per  yea.r.  No  producers 
were  deprived  of  their  permits  during  1942  but  50  producers  were  warned  of 
possible  concellations  by  the  District  Health  Department. 

A total  of  67  permits  were  granted  by  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Montgomery  County  and  Prince  Georges  County  Health  Departments  on  new  farms 
in  this  marketing  area,  an.  additional  large  number  of  farms  were  inspected 
and  granted  permits  in  the  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  lower  Virginia  areas 
to  take  care  of  part  of  the  emergency  milk  being  brought  in. 

The  District  of  Columbia  regulations  regarding  the  cleanliness  of 
milk  disposed  of  in  the  District  are  rigidly  enforced.  Quality  premiums 
are  paid  producers  according  to  a schedule  based  on  farm  and  cattle  scores. 

The  payments  required  are  a part  of  Pederal  Order  No.  45*  Premiums  paid  by 
all  handlers  vary  in  amount  according  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  producer's 
farm  and  cattle  a.nd  the  condition  of  the  cattle  and  the  equipment  on  the 
farm  from  nothing  at  all  to  43  cents  per  hundred  pounds  of  mi  lie*

SECTION  VI  - PRACTICAL  OPERATION 


The  administration  of  the  May  1,  1942  amendment  to  Federal  Order  No.  45 
required  an  interpretation  to  establish  the  method  to  be  used  in  accounting  for 
relief  milk.  The  order  up  to  that  time  had  required  accounting  for  all  fluid 
milk  sales,  including  relief,  on  a volume  basis.  The  amendment  changed  the 
basis  of  accounting  to  a milk  equivalent  ba,sis,  but  did  not  specifically  mention 
relief  milk.  Since  the  relief  milk  program  had  been  established  on  a volume 
basis,  that  method  appeared  more  logical  to  continue.  This  determination  was 
approved  by  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch. 

The  critical  shortage  of  milk  during  1942  gave  rise  to  the  problem  of 
auditing  accounts  of  handlers  outside.  Milk  was  received  from  these  outside 
sources  during  every  month  after  June  but  receipts  in  July  and  August  were 
entirely  from  plants  under  the  jurisdiction  of  another  federal  marketing  order. 
The  proof  of  payments  to  producers  did  not  present  a problem  on  such  milk. 
However,  from  September  on,  milk  was  received  from  plants  not  under  the  juris- 
diction of  any  other  marketing  order.  Technically  the  owners  of  such  plants 
should  have  been  considered  the  same  as  regular  handlers  under  Federal  Order 
No.  45  and  payments  should  have  been  made  to  producers  according  to  established 
YYashington  prices^  Actually,  only  a small  part  of  the  receipts  at  some  of 
these  plants  was  sold  to  Washington  distributors.  In  view  of  this  fact  it 
did  not  seem  reasonable  to  require  such  plants  to  pay  farmers  the  Washington 
prices  for  all  of  their  milk. 

A suspension  of  a section  of  the  order  which  became  effective  November  25, 
1942  removed  such  plants  from  the  requirement  that  they  pay  producers  according 
to  Washington  prices. 

Because  of  this  suspension  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  these  "outside"  handlers  for  the  period  September  1,  to  November  24. 
The  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch  approved  of  this  decision. 

During  December  1942  the  necessary  quotations  of  carlot  prices  at 
Philadelphia  for  hot  roller  process  skim  were  not  available  to  use  as  a basis 
of  computing  the  Class  II  price  for  the  Washington  Market.  At  that  time  the 
policy  of  using  established  ceiling  prices  when  quoted  prices  were  lacking  was 
established. 

The  order  which  wan  effective  in  1942  and  the  early  months  of  1943  was 
superseded  by  an  entirely  revised  order  on  April  8,  1943.
